Speaking on the subject of 
Education, Today and Tomorrow, 
Joseph McCuIley, headmaster of 
Pickering College, said that it 
was his belief that neither vo- 
cational nor collegiate institute 
schools supplied the complete 
answer in secondary education. 
"It is the composite school, the 
school where the students may 
be trained either as future uni- 
versity students or in a trade, 
that is the most adequate school 
for secondary education." 

Mr. McCuIley was guest 
speaker at the Lions club meet- 
ing Monday night. The club 
had as its guests the high school 
board, and high school principal 
and staff. Mr. McCuIley was in- 
troduced by J. Nesbitt. 

"Schools today are facing a 
serious problem," said Mr. Mc- 
CuIley. "Of the last 30 years, 
nine have been war years and 
six have been years of economic 
demoralization. Half of the last 
30 years have been years of 
crisis. 

"It is discouraging to think 
that these years have been war 
years especially when in 1018, 
we had the power to prevent 
war again and failed to use it. 
Popular indifference has been 
the cause of the evils of war. 
Had we cared enough, we could 
have stopped this one Ueforc it 
began. The few who were aware 
of what was happening in Eu- 
rope prior to this war were like 
voices crying in the wilderness. 

"Those who knew what was 
ahead were not powerful enough 
to do anything about it. They 
were not as powerful as those 
who said 'let us mind our own 
business.' 

"We have now what 9hould be 
enough high schools in the prov- 
ince. At a time when the popu- 
lation has increased only 60 per- 
cent, and primary school pupils 
have increased 20 percent, there 
has been a 500 percent increase 
in secondary school pupils. To- 
day, three in five have a high 
school education. 

"The importance of secondary 
education is in what it is able to 
offer. In former times, educa- 
tion had been administered in an 
aristocratic sense. That is, there 
has been a superior education for 
the few .and on inferior educa- 
tion for the many. This type of 
education has been in vogue un- 
til only a few years ago. It was 
the type of education for pre- 
university students when only 
one in ten student* to taught 
was likely to go to university. 

"An effort was made to count- 
eract this type of education 
through vocational schools. One* 
third of all students enrolled in 
Ontario ore enrolled in vocation- 
al schools and vocational courses. 

"It is thought that vocational 
schools hold on to their students. 
It is not so. The war has shown 
that a student may be taught 
enough for two-thirds of occupa- 
tions in weeks with nothing 
more than an elementary educa- 
tion to start with. A vocational 
school does not render a full ser- 
vice to the student. It teaches 
him to do a job but it doesn't 
educate him. 

'The function of the schools is 
to do more than impart knowl- 
edge. The public schools must 
do what the other services of tho 
community fall to do. Tho 
schools must provide direction in 
the forming of attitudes, charac- 
ter ond Ideals. Neithor a voca- 
tional school nor tho collegiate 
institute Is sufficient in itself to 
do this. The ideal school {a the 
composite school, 

"The composite school would 
have n basic course Including 
those of the vocational type with 
many more elective* than are 
permitted now. Ail course*

COUNCIL GIVES 

ARENA BY-LAW 
TWO READINGS 



The Newmarket council met 
in special session late Saturday 
afternoon for two readings of 
the by-law authorizing the pur- 
chase of the Newmarket Mem- 
orial Arena and the issuance of 
debentures. After the two read- 
ings, the by-law was sent to Tor- 
onto for approval of the Doard 
of Municipal Affairs. 

The by-law was given two 
readings without any discussion 
or changes. Following the first 
reading, council agreed to sus- 
pend the rules of procedure to 
enable n second reading. 

Solicitor for the town, N. L. 
Mathews, explained to council 
that in the ordinary course of 
events, a private bill in the 
provincial house would be neces- 
sary to authorize the issuance of 
debentures for the purchase of 
an arena. Mr. Mathews said, 
however, that in an interview 
with the deputy minister of 
municipal affairs, he had re- 
ceived assurances of legislation 
in the next session of the house 
which would make the approval 
of the minister of municipal af- 
fairs and the municipal board 
the only requirements for the 
issuance of such debentures ond 
that he understood that the 
minister was prepared to give 
that approval and make the leg- 
islation retroactive. 

Prior to the reading of the by- 
law, Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales ex- 
tended the congratulations of 
tho council to Reeve F. A. 
Lundy on his becoming warden 
of York county council. Reeve 
Lundy answered with thanks to 
the council for so long having 
supported him in hi* council 
position and thus enabling him 

to ronch the office of warden.

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EARLY MARKET CONFERENCE 

Councillor Frank Bowser has made the sug- 
gestion that representatives of the buyers, the 
fanners, and the town customers be called to- 
gether in order to discuss methods of renovating 
the market. We hope the conference will be 
called in the very near future. The suggestion is 
sound; it must be put into action without delay. 

Mr. Bowser has, in the past, pointed out the 
varying attitudes of the farmer, the buyer and 
the customer towards the market, and the need 
to reconcile those attitudes to the advantage of 
all concerned. Any move by one of the three 
groups, without the understanding of the other 
two, would only open the way for further dis- 
agreement. 

The market has specific advantages for the 
farmer; it has specific advantages for the buyer; 
it has specific advantages for the customer. Sure- 
ly some common ground may be found in these 
advantages by which all may work for the bene- 
fit of each in building a thriving market. 

VOCATIONAL DEPARTMENT 

Seven years ago, Uie ratepayers of Newmarket 
voted against the construction of a vocational 
wing for the high school. Since that time, war 
hns'eome with its attendant problem of rehabili- 
tation. 

A vocational department in the high .school 
lias been a long-felt need. It was the judgment 
of the ratepayers seven years ago, however, that 
the cost of a vocational department in the high 
school was not justified by the need. That need 
is still present; with it, the additional incentive 
of the needs of returned men. 

At the present lime, the high school trains stu- 
dents for university and business. It has no 
facilities for training students in u trade. Those 
facilities must be had if the high school is to per- 
form its function properly. One-third of second- 
dry students enrolled in Ontario are enrolled in 
vocational schools. The figure has equal pertin- 
ence for Newmarket. There can be no doubt of 
the importance of a vocational department to the 
high school. 

Nor can there be doubt of the importance of a 

'•vocational department to returned men. It must 

not be forgotten that a high proportion of 

• servicemen have never worked. They went from 
school to uniform. They must be given the op- 

• portunlty to learn a trade when they return. At 
present, a returned man wishing to have such 
training must go to Toronto, 

It is not* enough to recognize the need for a 
vocational wing and put it aside as a post-war 
project, ft most be done now. Government 
grants are available. The need is ever-present. 
The construction of n vocational wing should bo 
•.proceeded with as soon as possible.

Conservatives are telling North Grey electors 
that 'they should send to parliament a resident of 
the constituency who is conversant with its 
needs. But let us be reasonable about this. 
What possible local needs of North Grey could 
Mr. Case serve (if he were successful) between 
the date of his entering parliament and its disso- 
lution in mid-April at the latest? Not one. 

Irrespective of whatever ability Mr, Case may 
have, at Ottawa he would only be a new private 
member added to the 39 Conservatives who con- 
stitute the official opposition. He would, be In 
parliament for, at the most, only a brief session 

as parliament's life will end on April 17 at the 

latest. Not by any conceivable chance could he 

do anything for North Grey as a result of any 
knowledge he may have of its local needs. It 
does not matter to that constituency, as a con- 
stituency, whether its representative at the com- 
ing brief session is a resident of the constituency 
or not. 

But North Grey is something more than a 
local constituency. It is a part of Canada. Its 
local interests arc not at issue in the by-election, 
but Canada's interests arc. By electing General 
McNaughton and thus giving the minister of de- 
fence a seat in parliament, North Grey will be 
promoting the interests of Canada and indeed of 
the war. It must be obvious to everyone in 
North Grey that in wartime the minister charged 
with the administration of the war should be 
able to function as a minister within the House 
of Commons as .well as outside it; that he should 
be there to account for his administration and 
keep parliament informed. His particular task 
at present is to get reinforcements overseas to 
"his boys" — to the army for whose creation he 
was largely responsible. His defeat would en- 
courage every slacker who is . trying to evade 
overseas service. 

The candidature of ministers and premiers in 
seats where they do not reside is common prac- 
tice, and such ridings usually consider themselves 
honored and often grant an acclamation even 
when they arc to be thus represented for perhaps 
five years. The North Grey by-election, which 
will send a man to parliament for only a month 
or so, should not have been contested. Since a 
contest is to take plqce, General McNaughton 
should be given a handsome majority. » 

If the Conservative candidate had been Mr. 
Bracken, the Conservatives would at least have 
had the excuse that they were trying to get their 
leader into parliament. But in naval parlance 
they are not "risking their capital ship." They 
are not risking Mr. Bracken's defeat in a by- 
election, or a show-up of his parliamentary 
weakness and federal inexperience if he were 
elected.

"(Test la guerre" Is a very com- 
mon ami convenient phrase these 
days. Those who ure responsible 

for our nursing service arc working 
the phrase overtime, trying to ex- 
plain the deplorable conditions 
within the nursing profession, when 
all who are familiar with the situa- 
tion know such conditions arc due 
to the nurses not taking the initia- 
tive to improve their working con- 
ditions because of obsolete tradi- 
tions. 

War conditions have no doubt 
Aggravated the situation; neverthe- 
less, the shortage of nurses was 
chronic long before the war, 
especially in government Institu- 
tions. Because of this acute short- 
age and also for reasons of pseudo- 
economy, our nurses have been 
compelled to work like galley 
slaves. 

Nurses roust serve three years* 
training at a nominal salary under 
strict discipline, which often must 
be supplemented by post-graduate 
courses before they qualify for a 

position. 

Working these young women grat- 
is for such long periods Is certainly 
not encouraging young girls into 
training, especially when after grad- 
uation they arc expected to exist on 
shoe-string salaries. 

Many young women who enter 
the profession with high ideals and 
for humanitarian reasons must be 
profoundly disappointed when they 
arc forced to resign because of in- 
tolerable conditions. In accord- 
ance with the Nightingale tradition, 
they are reluctant to regard the 
profession as a trade. Such noble 
sentiments have always been com- 
mon In this profession, probably 
because It was first pioneered by 
aristocrats. 

However, we have no aristocrats 
volunteering for permanent service 
now; hence, tho question arises: 
Arc such sentiments practical In a 
system of rugged Individualism? 
Working nurses must organize free 
of bureaucratic control and estab- 
lish a new code of ethics that is 
workable. 

Just as the great Nightingale had 
to fight gallantly in her day against 
Interference by brass hats and Inor- 
nmuses, so our nurses must organ- 
ize now against all the reactionary 
elements which would frustrate 
them In their noble work.

The improvements that, the, ossoc- 
latlon has In mind, are street light- 
ing and a community hall which 
the public can use for various 
meetings and social functions. 
These arc not all, there will.be 
other Ideas arising as time goes on 
that will tend to improve and beau- 
tify this old and historic village. 
Of course these improvements could 
be obtained by the Issue of deben- 
tures but that would place a burden 
for years to come upon the tax- 
i payers. 

j Holland Landing has a very large 
(area for a police village. 1.800 acres. 
Its main street Is two miles long. 
Then there are side roads and back 
streets. Total assessment Is small, 
leaving little money for mainten- 
ance. When these conditions were 
taken Into consideration It was 
thought that by voluntary efforts 
the non-assessed as 'well as the 
ratepayers would Join together In 
one cause. It Is well known that 
a man will contribute five or ten I 
dollars to a worthy project but put 
50 cents on his taxes and he will 
grouHe like a trooper. It was with 
these thoughts in mind that by 
united effort and energy, improve- 
ments could be introduced within 
the village that would tend to 
beautify and ndvertlse it to out- 
jtldrrs and so induce others to he- 
come residents here. If you love 
your town boost It. Improve it and 
make It attractive to othera. 

Theru nre a few, a very few, 
within the fold that arc content to 
let tilings «tny na they are but even 
these few will in due season 
awaken from their dormancy when 
they seo the results of the efforts 
of those who arc striving for the 
benefit of all within the community. 
It Is those of a progressive mind 
that accomplish their ideals, not 
the procrastlnntors who Just talk 
of what should be dono but never 
try to achlovo results by action. 

'.Some who are active In this 
movement nre in the autumn of 
life. Vet that does not dampen 
their ardor, Inatend with the exper- 
ience of the past they nre only too 
willing lo give whatevor aid they 
can to such deserving cause. This 
war has brought the older men Into 
activity ngaln. A generation was 
lost In the last war ami another 
generation will be lost In this war. 
It Is the older men that must carry 
on. It's not for themselves olono 
that they are working but for 
those who are to come.

Markham's Grand Old Nan, 
Capt. Robt. Reesor Dies

The- "oldest ex-soldier in Can-i 
ada. Cafet. Robert Reesor, 103, 
Markham, died at his home on 
Sunday.^ Funeral services were 

held at Markham on Tuesday. 

The Grand Old Man of Mark- 
ham was a sergeant In the 
Markham company of the 
Queen's York Rangers until be- 
ing commissioned In 1871. He 
wns promoted in 1872 and retired 
in 1882 to the white frame house 
ho called home which he built 
in 1867 on the farm which has 
been in the Reesor name since 
his father obtained a Crown 
grant to the original 320 acres 
in 1804. 

Most cherished of all his pos- 
sessions were his sword. and hi* 
scarlet tunic with the gilt but* 
Ions which he wore in the days 
when he was an officer with the 
York Rangers preparing to repel 
I he threatened raids of the 
Fenians. He was rejected for 
service, in the Boer War because 
he was too old. 

In the 70's and 80*s Capt. 
Reesor went west and nt one 
time was warden of Louise coun- 



ty in southern Manitoba; a di- 
rector of the Emerson it Turtle 
Mountain Railroad, a justice of 

the peace and a commissioner, 

He had enjoyed five or,' six (rips 
to the British MeS and'jseverat 
visits to the United States. 

He was for many years an 
officer of the district Progressive 
Conservative association. He re- 
membered hearing Sir John 
Macdonald speak 77 years ago, 
when the latter urged support of 
Confederation. 

He was a past president of the 
Markham Agricultural Society, 
and a supporter of agricultural 
projects. In later years he be- 
came an enthusiastic tree plant- 
er, importing much stock from 
Britain. Among the trees plant- 
ed ore 2,000 walnuts. 

Capt. Reesor was married 65 
years ago to Sarah Jane Barr, 
daughter of the late Rev. Wil- 
liam Barr of Brantford, Sur- 
viving also nre two daughters, 
Mrs. Gladys Birmingham and 
Mrs. Helen Thompson, and a 
son, R. E. Reesor, who farms tho 
| old homestead.
